REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Robbins Jr. 
fails to include the limitation of "at least one tapered beveling of the bolt co-operating 
with a conical inwardly extending projection of the operating element by slidingly 
engaging the at least one tapered beveling of the bolt with the conical inwardly 
extending projection of the operating element during movement of the armature bar to 
release the operating element during movement of the armature bar to release the 
operating element from engaging the catching element and preventing movement of the 
piston, the conically inwardly extending projection being located between the catching 
element and the electromagnet" as set forth in amended claim 1 . Accordingly, claim 1 

is allowed. Claims 29 and 30 are allowed since they are objected to but cancelled 
claims 24 and 25 written in independent form, respectively. The remaining claims are 
allowed due to their dependence from one of the independent claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

2. Claim 1 is allowable. Claims 3, 8, 14, 19, 21 , 22, and 28, previously withdrawn 
from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, require all the limitations of 
an allowable claim. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(a), the 
restriction requirement between species A and B, as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on 9/9/04, is hereby withdrawn and claims 3, 8, 14, 19, 21, 22, and 28 are

hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. In view of the 
withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim 
presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the 
limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be 
subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application.
